REDUCTION IN 
DROWNINGS 


There was a very encou- 
raging reduction in 
number of deaths 
drowning in Victoria. 

In the country and metro- 
politan areas there were 94 
lives lost by drowning from 
June 1, 1968 to May 31, 
1969, as against 143 in the 
previous 12 months. 

Of the 94 drownings, 23 
were children under the age 
of 7. These are listed as 
“caused by neglect’. 

It is the duty of parents 
to ensure that their child- 
ren are taught to swim and 
that they are not left on 
their own when bathing in 
the sea, pools, rivers. lakes 
or dams, ete., until they 
are competent swimmers. 

BUILDING FUND 

In 1965 the State Gov- 
ernment realised the diffi- 
culty which Life Saving 
Clubs experienced in rais- 
ing funds to build or re- 
pair clubhouses. 

A building fund was es- 
tablished to assist clubs on 
a $2 for $1 basis with a 
maximum grant of.. $6,000 .to.
